l he group in opposition 
Kerr call themselves the loyal 
Democrats and have accused 
Kerr of supporting Republicans 
for local office. Kerr denies this 
and points out that at no time 
did he ever endorse or work for 
a Republican candidate for any 
office and states “I have been a 
better Democrat than my deurit-- 
tors.” Kerr points to his record 
of holding office as a Demo, rat 
for 25 years -and hbs voting rec¬ 
ord in the House of Representa¬ 
tives. 

Many question the motives of 
this particular trio of Demo rais 
who have a penchant for defeat¬ 
ing incumbent Democrats. 

Observers feel that the attempt 
to unseat incumbent Kerr 1 .s 
prolonged and further aggravat¬ 
ed the split within the Ucmo- 
cratic Party. Meanwhile, less 
than one year after he was e!. ct- 
ed to a five year term, to the 
Agawam Housing Authority, 
Kerr’s opponent Richard Dudek 
has accepted the trio's backing 
and is carrying out an aggres¬ 
sive house to house campaign in 
his bid for higher office. 


Rep. Walter T. Kerr, seeking 
re-election, is in the hardest 
fight of his political career. Kerr, 
a former Selectman, was unseat¬ 
ed by Fred Nardi after 12 years 
in that office, in a hitter Demo¬ 
cratic caucus fight. At that time 
Nardi had the support of James 
P. Kane, Agawam’s “Mr. Demo¬ 
crat” and Gerald Mason, a known 
party worker. 

After his defeat as a select¬ 
man, Kerr came hack strong to 
win election to the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives to become the first 
Agawam Democrat elected in ov¬ 
er 50 years. 

Once again, he is faced with 
opposition from the Nardi, Kane',
